96.500 RENTAL 
UNTSIN4 STATES 


More Than 80 Other 
Areas to Be Freed of 
Curbs in Week, Says 
Expediter.

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AF) — 
Rent ceilings were lifted today on 
36,500 dwelling units in four states. 

Housing Expediter Tighe Woods 
said more than 80 other areas in 
23 states would be decontrolled 
within a week. 

Woods accompanied the removal 
of restrictions with a warning that 
ceilings will be put on again if 
“an unreasonable increase” in 
rents results from the moves. 

Twenty areas in Alabama, In- 
diana, New Jersey and Texas are 
affected by the initial decontrols. 

The move resulted from a pro- 
vision of the new rent control act 
which empowers Woods to remove 
ceilings anywhere in the nation 
but to put them back on if un- 
usual rent boosts result. 

Boards to Be Kept. 

He made it clear that his agency 
will continue to police rents in 
decontrolled areas. He said local 
advisory boards had been told to 
stay in existence and keep intact 
the machinery to enforce new ceil- 
ings “should the need arise.” 

Information now available, 
Woods asserted, is “inconclusive 
as to ‘whether the demand for 
rental housing has been reason- 
ably met” in the areas involved in 
the present series of actions. 

The statement announcing the 
ending of restrictions called it a 
decision to “take a chance” on 
lifting controls now that the agen- 
cy has power to replace them. 

Today’s action does away with 
ceilings on 30,100 dwelling units 
in eight localitiés in Texas; 4550 
units in six areas of Indiana; 1800 
units in one Alabama county, and 
150 units in five New Jersey town- 
ships. *

“It would thus appear that the 
views.of the Soviet Government on 
this subject do not arise from an 
examination of the character and 
text of the North Atlantic pact, 
but from other considerations.

pact, its conformity with both the 
spirit and letter of the charter 
of the United Nations and also 
the fact that the pact is not di- 
rected against any nation or group 
of nations but only against armed 
aggression.”

SPRINGFIELD, ni., April 2 — 
Campaign “contributions” of more 
than $15,000 were collected from 


Illinois state policemen early in 
1948 to help finance the unsuc- 
cessful effort to re-elect Gov. 

ht H. Green, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

Assessments, ranging from $30 
for patrolmen to $50 for assistant 
superintendents, were ordered by 
Director of Public Safety T. P. 
Sullivan, who told Police Superin- 

tendent Harry I. Curtis to pass 
the word down the line verbally. 

Collections were made by lieu- 
tenants commanding each of the 
14 districts, who brought the 
money in cash to Curtis’s office 
in Springfield. He then turned the 
money in at Sullivan's office. Cur- 
tis told the Post-Dispatch about 
95 per cent of the 500 uniformed 
policemen paid the lug. 

“Several of the men who were 
especially hard up, because of 
sickness in their families or for 
other reasons, asked to be excused 
and I told them to forget it,” Cur- 
tis said.- “The whole deal was 
embarrassing enough, as it was.” 

Other Collections. 

In addition to the $15,000 ob- 
tained from policemen, Curtis 
also, at Sullivan’s order, collected 
about $2500 from civilian police 
clerks and automobile license ex- 
aminers. 

“I was called to Sullivan’s office 
in late February, 1948, along with 
other bureau heads under the De- 
partment of Public Safety,” Curtis 
recalled. “We were told that non- 
civil service employes in all the 
state departments were being so- 
licited and that the payments 

would cover expenses both of the 

April primary and the November 
election campaigns. 

“Sullivan said we were not to 
solicit the civil service employes, 
bécause they are supposed to be 
exempt from politics. Of course 
the police radio station workers 
were exempted also because they 
belong to a union. 

“We were told the contributions 
were to be voluntary and not to 
apply pressure, but that instruction 
didn't mean much. Every police- 
man felt sure his job depended on 
Green’s re-election.” 

ent Rates. 

Assessments against policemen 
were at the following rates: Pa- 
trolmen, $30; sergeants, $35; lieu- 
tenants, $40; captains, $45, and as- 
sistant superintendents, $50. Clerks 
and license examiners paid $20 
each. Police salaries range from 
$235 a month for patrolmen to 
$425 for assistant superintendents. 
- Contributions from a good many 
of the policemen did not prove too 
much of a hardship, since many of 
them had built up nice additional 
incomes—upwards of $100 a month 
rom lugs on truckdrivers whom 
they caught violating the overload 
laws.

In a speech Thursday night at 
a meeting of the Ninth Ward 
Democratic Organization, Darst 
pointed out that various members 
of Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann’s 
cabinet already have announced 
their intentions of engaging in 
private business. Darst added, 
“and of course, Mr. Caulfield will 
be another one leaving.” 

“It will be unnecessary for me 
to fire Mr. Caulfield,” Darst said 
today. “The city department 
heads are commissioned to serve 
until the expiration of the Mayor's 
term in office, or until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. Naturally, 
if elected, I will appoint a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Caulfield as quickly 
as possible.” 

Recapitulates Views. 

In a radio address last night, 
Darst recapitulated his views on 
the various problems of, city gov- 
ernment, which he has discussed 
earlier in the campaign, and re- 
asserted his confidence that the 
voters will take into account his 
experience in city government. 

“My experience, I believe, con- 
stitutes a tremendous asset in the 
mighty tasks that will confront 
the new administration,” he said. 

“T have every confidence in the 
good sense of the people of St. 
Louis to judge me on the basis of 
what I have to say about the is- 
sues, regardless of the opposition 
attempts to place the campaign on 
a basis of abuse and recrimina- 
tion.” 

Election of Darst and Milton 
Carpenter, Democratic nominee 
for comptroller, was urged in a 
radio address last night by Wilk 
liam L. Igoe, veteran Democratic 
leader.

IN MONOPOLY CASE 


Six Other Firms in Anti- 
Trust Action Draw 
Same Penalty—$1 Each 
for Individuals,

CHICAGO, April 2 — National 
City Lines, Inc., which controls the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. and 
more than 40 other urban transit 
systems, was fined $5000 yester- 
day by United States District 
Judge William J. Campbell for 
violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. 

The same maximum penalty was 
assessed against six of the seven 
corporate co-defendants while one 
firm was fined $1000 and seven in- 
dividual officers of the firms were 
fined $1 each. ü 

A jury of 12 housewives found 
the defendants guilty March 12 of 
conspiring to monopolize the sale 
of busses, tires and petroleum 


products to the operating compa- 
nies controlled by National City 
Lines. The trial required four 
weeks beginning last Feb. 14. Be- 
fore assessing the fines, Judge 
Campbell overruled defense mo- 
tions for a new trial. 
List of Penalties, 

Fined $5000 and costs each were 
National City Lines, Inc.; Pacific 
City Lines, a National City Lines, 
subsidiary holding company, Oak- 
land, Calif.; Firestone Tire & Rub- 
ber Co., Akron, O.; General Mo- 
tors Corp., Detroit; Phillips Pe- 
troleum Co., Bartlesville, Okla.; 
Mack Manufacturing Co., New 
York, and Standard Oil Co. of 
California, San Francisco. 

Federal Engineering Corp., of 
San Francisco, an investment sub- 
sidiary of Standard of California, 
was fined $1000. : 

Individuals fined $1 each were 
E. Roy Fitzgerald, Chicago, presi- 
dent of National City Lines and 
chairman of the board of St. Louis 
Pub e Service Co.; Foster G.

Counts in Indictment. 

The first of two counts in an 
indictment rcturned in April 1947 
by a Los Angeles Federal grand 
jury, charged the defendants with 
an illegal combination to restrain 
trade in gasoline, tires and busses 
required by National’s operating 
companies. The trial at Chicago 
resulted in an acquittal on this 
count. 

The second count charged the 
defendants had conspired to mo- 
nopolize the interstate trade in 
the same commodities through 
exclusive “requirements contracts” 
given the various supplier cor- 
porations in return for the invest- 
ment of capital in National City 
Lines’ stock. It was charged that 
National used the additional capi- 
tal to secure control of other 
operating companies in further- 
ance of the conspiracy. The jury 
found the defendants guilty on 
this count. 

Points of Defense. 

The principal defense was that 
the various investment and sup- 
ply contracts signed by the sup- 
plier corporations with National 
were individually negotiated at 
the request of Fitzgerald who pre- 
ferred to turn to his business as- 
sociates in the industry for capital 
rather than acquire it through the 
more expensive method of public 
stock issues. Much of the defense 
testimony was to the effect that 
each supplier acted without refer- 
ence to any over-all understanding 
with the others. 

The principal reliance of the 
Government was documentary 
evidence taken from the files of 
the various defendants which pur- 
ported to show the contracts were 
executed in pursuit of a common 


purpose. 


Another defense urged was that 
the amount of trade in tires, 
busses and gasoline involved in 
the alleged conspiracy was 80 
small in relation to the nation- 
wide trade in those commodities 
as not to constitute an “unrea- 
sonable” restraint of interstate 
commerce within the meaning of 
the Sherman Act. While Judge 
Campbell ruled the defense was 
not a valid déne, the jury ap- 
parently found in favor of the de- 
fendants on this point since it 
acquitted them on the “restraint 
count.

Several of the defendants, 
notably Firestone and General 
Motors, argued the supply con- 
tracts merely gave recognition to 
the fact that National already 
bought the overwhelming major- 
ity of its supplies of tires and 
busses from those defendants. All 
defendants insisted the stpply 
contracts were in the best inter- 
ests of the operating companies 
in assu them a constant sup- 
ply during the wartime shortages. 
It was not charged the de- 
fendants had used their exclusive 
supply contracts to-jack up prices 
to the operating companies and 
there was little attempt to charge 
the individual defendants with 
any degree of moral turpitude, * 


Makes No Mention of 


Nominee Gragg Until 


End of Speech — Praises Al- 
derman McBride. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann listed 
the accomplishments of the pres- 
ent. Republican city administra- 
tion in a speech last night in 
which he refrained from mention- 
ing the Republican mayoral 
nominee, until he was concluding 
his talk, when he urged his lis- 
teners to vote for the Republican 
ticket “headed by J. Edward 
Gragg for Mayor.” 

The speech was the first made 
by the Mayor during the current 
campaign. He will retire from pub- 
lic o*fice at the expiration of his 
term. Much of the talk, delivered 
at a meeting of the Twenty-first 
Ward Republican Organization at 
Fairgrounds Hotel, was devoted to 
praise of Alderman Charles P. Mc- 
Bride, Republican floor leader of 
the Board of Aldermen, who is 
seeking re-election in the ward. 

Asserting that McBride has 
“done an excellent job” and “has 
been an indefatigable worker 
for a better St. Louis,” the Mayor 
said the Board of Aldermen has 
“passed more good, constructive 
legislation in the past four years 
than in any comparable period in 
all its „ 


ty Planning. 

“Ordinances were adopted,“ 
Kaufmann said, “which gave the 
City Plan Commission official 
status and provided St. Louis with 
a comprehensive plan for its fu- 
ture development. 

“Another measyre set up a rat 
control section in the health di- 
vision enabling our health author- 
ities to declare relentless war of 
rats that were threatening to over- 
run the city. A further step to 
protect public health was the 
adoption of a restaurant sanita- 
tion law.“ 

Other “forward steps” in the 
field of public health and welfare, 
the Mayor said, were the estab- 
lishment of a rubbish collection 
and disposal system, which got 
under way last month, and adop- 
tion of the fly ash and air pollu- 
tion ordinances “to strengthen and 
extend our very successful smoke 
elimination drive.” 

Minimum Housing. 

Transfer of the City Sanitarium 
and St. Louis Training School to 
the state will save St. Louis tax- 
payers about $2,500,000 a year, the 
Mayor said, and adoption of the 
minimum standard housing ordi- 


were valued at $10,000,000 but ac- 
quired by the city for $500,000, and 
adoption of the ordinance provid- 
ing for election of a Board of 
Freeholders to draft a new city 
charter, or revise the present one. 

Mayor Kaufmann undertook to 
answer implications made by 
Democratic speakers during the 
campaign that the present city 
administration “has been reckless” 
in expending city funds and that 
the city government “is in critical 
financial shape.” 

He said the city “like most 
American families” has had a 
hard time “making ends meet” 
during the last two years “of ex- 
treme inflation,” but that this was 
“in no way due to heedless spend- 
ing, creation of lavish additional 
services, or the padding of pay- 
rolls.“ 

Diminishing Dollar. : 

“Rather,” he said, “it may be 
accounted for solely by the ever- 
diminishing buying power of the 
dollar.” 

He asserted that, during the last 
eight years, under the Republican 
administration, the city has had 
annual surpluses five times, while 
during the previous eight years of 
the Democratic administration, 
“there was a deficit every year.” 

Kaufmann also said the city’s 
bonded indebtedness now is at its 
lowest point in 23 years. 

“As of today,” he said, “our to- 
tal debt is $38,136,000. This con- 
trasts with $68,561,000 eight years 
ago when we came into office and 
represents a reduction of $30,425,- 
000. The all-time peak was reached 
under the former (Democratic) ad- 
ministration in 1937—$87,666,000. 

“While I have no wish to mini- 
mize the financia] difficulties ex- 
perienced by St. Louis and all 
other big cities in the post-war 
years, I do want to make it crystal 
clear that we are in essentially 
sound condition.”

This Isn't a Christian Country 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

An advertisement in the Post-Dispatch 
of Sunday, March 27 calling attention to 
Megr. Fulton Sheen’s broadcast that 
@yening contained the statement, Our 
‘eountry is a Christian country.” While 
those responsible for the announcement 
may have been thinking of the obvious 
‘predominance of Christians in the United 
States, it seems in order to point out 
that officially this country is not a 
Christian country nor a country of any 
other religion. 

In view of the increasing tendency to 

weaken the constitutional barriers be- 
*tween church and state, which still seem 
eminently wise and just to most Ameri- 
cans, it is healthy to keep in mind the 
7 non-religious framework of the 
7 ernment of the United States. 
’. George Washington, who was presi- 
dent of the convention which drafted 
the Constitution, wrote: “The Govern- 
ment of the United States is in no sense 
founded on the Christian religion. The 
United States is not a Christian nation 
any more than it is a Jewish or a Mo- 
hammedan nation.” In, a treaty the 
United States concluded with Tripoli in 
1706, Article XI clearly states that the 
United States “is not in any sense found- 
ed on the Christian religion.” 

Charles A. Beard, in “The Republic” 
gays, “The promotion of religion is not 
among the declared purposes set forth 
“in the Preamble... No religious qualifi- 
“cations whatever are required to hold 
any office or place in the Government 
of the United States. A person of any 

religious faith or none at all may hold 
any office or place in that Government. 
This is a long step away from the prac- 
‘tices which prevailed for centuries in 
Europe, in the American colonies, and 
formerly in many states. In short, the 
Constitution treats religion as a private 
matter, extraneous to the interests of 
the Federal Government. . . The Con- 
stitution does not confer upon the Fed- 
eral Government any power whatever 
to deal with religion in any form or 
manner.“ It merely forbids Congress to 
make any laws “respecting an establish- 
And this prohibition 
is) considered to have been ex- 
tended to the states by the Fourteenth 
Amendment. The word “God,” inciden- 
tally, does not appear in the Constitu- 
tion. 


The fact that our Government funda- 
mentally takes no stand in the matter 
except as an officially neutral force pro- 
tecting freedom of religion is of vital 
importance in the cause of individual 

-Mberty. In a time when even President 
Truman in a letter to the Pope incor- 
rectly states that this is a Christian 
country, as he did last year, we should

1. Illinois cannot in practice amend its Con- 


stitution. It has tried and failed eight times in . 


the last 41 years. In the same period, the Fed- 
eral Constitution has been amended six times. 
This is not because the amendments proposed 
in Illinois were undesirable. It is because the 
1870 amending process is hobbled with a most 
unfortunate technicality. This requires changes 
to be approved by a majority of all who go 
to the polls. Amendments have been over- 
whelmingly approved by those who voted on 
them only to fail because they lacked an overall 
majority. Obviously, a state constitution which 
cannot be amended holds its citizens in_a strait 
jacket. 

2. Illinois has not redistricted for seats in 
the Legislature for almost a half century. It 
has not done so because the 1870 legislative 
plan would give Cook County control of both 
the House and the Senate. A new basis for leg- 
islative seats, similar to the balance worked out 
in Missouri and other states, is needed. That 
new basis can be obtained only through consti- 
tutional change. Population in districts now 
varies all the way from 40,000 to 575,000. That 
is a mighty sorry application of the principle 
of equal representation. 

3. Illinois has resorted to wasteful detours 


around the 1870 limitation of 5 per cent for . 


the indebtedness which local governments may 
incur in terms of their assessed valuation. In 
order to provide new services which the people 
require, thousands of new taxing bodies have 
been set up. These overlap one another and 
duplicate ‘many services. Local government has 
become a hodge-podge of pyramided units. An 
outmoded Constitution is technically satisfied, 
but taxpayers are forced to go deep into their 
‘pockets to meet the excessive, compèting costs. 

4. Illinois has a frozen set of county offi- 


cials. These officials are paid salaries fixed in 


1870 and not changed from that day to this. 
To get around this outdated limitation, county 
officials arrange expense accounts, some of 
which run to substantial proportions. Yet these 
supplemental salaries, for that is what they are, 
do not appear as part of the regular compensa- 
tion. There is nothing businesslike in handling 
the people's business in so loose a manner as 
this. 

5. Illinois has regularly ignored the 1870 
requirement that there be “uniform” taxation 
of property of all kinds. Taxation of bank de- 
posits and bonds at a tax rate such as now 
prevails on real estate would confiscate the 
former. The taxing provision should be brought 
up to date, or better still made flexible enough 
for a changing future. 

6. Illinois has a partisan judicial system 
in which candidates for the bench are slated by 
party tickets. Moreover, the district system has 
fallen far behind the growth of the state. Mis- 
souri and many other states have taken their 
courts out of politics in recent years. [Illinois 
can do so only by changing its Constitution. 

It would be easy to extend this list of reasons 
for holding a constitutional convention. These 
should be enough to demonstrate the need. In 
fact, in our opinion, the first point, the unwork- 
ability of the amending process, is cause enough 
in itself. 

However, what Gov. Stevenson and the joint 
Republican and Democratic sponsors ‘of the 
constitutional resolution ask now is merely 
that the people have a chance to vote on hold- 
ing a convention. That proposal is entirely 
reasonable. It explains why statewide organiza- 
tions ranging from the Grange and the CIO to 
the League of Women Voters and the State 
Bar Association are working for the necessary 
bills. 

“Whenever it becomes necessary to violate 
a Constitution, it should be changed to meet 
and remove the necessity which impelled to 
such violation.” This sound counsel from the 
men who drew up Illinois’ Constitution in 1870 
should guide the legislators when they vote 
next week. Missouri's 1945 Constitution is proof 
that a state has nothing to fear from under- 
taking the modernization of its charter of gov- 
ernment. 


Commiserations are deserved by the people at 
the Zoo, who had to listen to all the standard 
old tricks on April Fool’s day, and not a single 
new one.

A Childish War Gets Rough 

It remains to be proved whether striking AFL 
laborers threw the creosote bombs that have 
damaged several houses under construction in 
Greater St. Louis. They had a motive, certain- 
ly. They are fighting a jurisdictional war with 
the AFL carpenters. Construction is fast fall- 


.ing off for lack of laborers, but making the 


builders fear acts of vandalism could speed the 
shutdown. | : 

The immediate cause of the strike was a 
childish quarrel over which union’s men is to 
pick up certain boards. The ultimate cause is 
probably the defeatist attitude of practically 
everybody in the construction industry that the. 
jobs won’t last very long, so everyone must 
grab what he can. 

Unanswered questions of union politics are 
present. Paul Hulahan, the hard-boiled business 
agent who talked the laborers into rejecting a 
peace treaty which their representatives had ac- 
cepted, was under a 10-year ouster from office. 
Yet the central headquarters of his union re- 
cently restored him to power. Why? To start 
and lead a war? 

When the laborers’ grievance was not adjust- 
ed locally, it should have been referred to the 
national arbitration board maintained jointly 
by the AFL and the eontractors to settle juris- 
dictional disputes. Conferences with the board 


are going on, but a crippling strike with over- - 


tones of violence is already in progress. 

The arbitration board was created after a 
warning from General Counsel Denham of the 
NLRB that he would crack down with the Taft- 
Haftley Act if the building trades did not settle 
their family quarrels peaceably. | 

Why did “Big Bill” Hutcheson, the carpenters’ 
national president, cast the one dissenting vote 
against renewing the arbitration board this year? 
Does this confirm the reports, that the carpen- 
ters are trying to enlarge their domain? If so, 


the laborers may have some provocation. 


Finally, why are the contractors taking the 
shutdown so meekly instead of invoking Missou- 
ri's Madison Act against the laborers? It is ex- 
cellent to work things out without going to law, 
but the peace has already been broken. 

Harmony between employers; and employes 
goes to excessive lengths when it tolerates a 
shutdown of urgently needed building. The 
builders are lending color to an old charge, 
sometimes substantiated, that contractors and 
unions operate in such close cahoots ‘that it 
borders on conspiracy against the public. 
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Easy Going for the Dutch 

It turns out that the Dutch, man for man, are 
the chief beneficiaries of the Marshall plan. 
During the first 11 months of the plan’s opera- 
tion, the average Western European got $18 
worth of goods. The average Dutchman, how- 
ever, got $45.62 worth. That’s almost twice what 
an Englishman or a Frenchman got. 

Under the circumstances, the Dutch might 
well be expected to keep their ears wide open 
and cocked in the direction from which the. 
hand-out comes. To put it in more diplomatic 
language, they might be expected to be rather 
amenable to American suggestions as to their 
behavior toward other people. 

The fact, however, is that they still are push- 
ing around the Indonesians to suit themselves. 
They are treating them rough. And this in 
spite of all protests from Washington and from 
Lake Success. Apparently, the people in The 
Hague believe that international virtue is a one- 
way proposition—fine business when it benefits 
you, and nonsense to be ignored when it is on 
the other fellow’s side. 

Well, Secretary of State Acheson has sent yet 
another note to The Hague, expressing “strong 
hope” that the Netherlands will call a peace con- 
ference with the Indonesian leaders “at the earli- 
est possible moment.” How long will this note 
be ignored? . Or with what kind of double-talk 
will it be ariswered? 

And there are men in Congress who do not 
want the Administration to have the power to 
withhold Marshall plan aid from nations which 
violate UN orders! No matter what the Dutch 
do, it seems, they must get their $45.62 worth 
of help per head. Puzzle: find the sucker in 
that picture. 
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Stalemates or Slum Clearance? 

It was not a bad idea on the part of the Re- 
publicans in the Board of Aldermen to give a 
permanent status to the Anti-Slum Commission. 
But the manner in which this was done was so 
unconsidered that a new board probably will 
have to do the job all over again. The timing 
of the move also was suspect. 

It is too bad that the aldermanic majority 
did not see fit to apply this energy to prying 
the zoning ordinance out of committee and get- 
ting it onto the books. That would have been 
a parting gesture worthy of genuine applause. 

The real objection, however, is the unwieldy 
aize of the new body. It Is to have 25 mem- 
bers, seven Of them ex-officio. It will be fur- 
ther weakened by the absolute requirement that 
the Real Estate Board, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People and various labor, vet- 
erans’-and women’s organizations be represented 
by at least one member each. That sounds more 
like a debaters’ convention than a single-purpose 
working committee. 

The value of a small, earnest Anti-Slum Com- 
mission was demonstrated by the informal lit- 
tle group headed by James L. Ford Jr. Such a 
committee, working with the Mayor, the City 
Plan Commission, the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity and other related agencies, can put real steam 
behind specific projects. In doing so, it natur- 
ally should have due regard for all elements 
in the community, but it should also put the 
community as a whole ahead of any special 
group. The commission set up by the Aldermen 
looks more like an agency designed to let any 
one group force all the others into a stalemate. 

If the Aldermen are so interested in slum 
clearance, why don't they, first of all, do some- 
thing about the zoning ordinance? That would, 
at least, aid in stopping the spread of slums and 
make the work: of an Anti-Slum Commission a 
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Senator Taft

Does St. Louis Need a New Charter: Yes. 
The present charter is 34 years old. Under 
it the city government has become con- 
fused, inefficient and very expensive. 


What Will the New Charter Provide? We 
do not know. We shall not know until the 
Board of Freeholders completes its work, 
some time within a year. Then the pro- 
posed charter will be submitted to the vot- 
ers for their approval or rejection. 


Are the Freeholder Candidates Running 
on Party Tickets? No. They were nomi- 
nated by petition and are running on a 
non-partisan ballot. However, the two major 
political parties have each indorsed a slate 
of 13, and the Council on Civic Needs and 
the Chamber of Commerce have indorsed 
20. ; 


Why is the League of Women Voters In- 
dorsing Candidates? Because the League’s 


chief concern is good government, and it 
wants a good charter drawn up by able 
people. 

How Did the League Select its Slate? By 
studying the records and the quéstionnaires 
sent in by the candidates and by inter- 
viewing them. They then selected the best 
by vote of the Board of Directors. 


For How Many Candidates May a Voter 
Cast His Vote? For 13, or for any number 
less than 13. If he votes for more than 13, 
his ballot. will be thrown out. 


How Can a Voter Remember 13 Names; 


He cannot remember so many. He should 
take a sample ballot of the League of Wom- 
en Voters with him when he goes to the 
polling place.

DAYS WITH BERNARD SHAW, Stephen Winsten.

Reading Stephen Winsten’s book on 
G.B.S. was a depressing experience for mé. 
I knew nothing about the author save what 
he modestly revealed in these pages: that 
he had been Shaw’s near-neighbor at Ayot 
Saint Lawrence since 1940, that his wife is 
a painter and sculptor, that both he and 
his wife had worked very hard and de- 
votedly in some sort of war service, the na- 
ture of which (except for the usual turns 
at fire-watching) was not specified.

He then goes on to cite a few other m- 
accuracies, some of them egregious ones. 
Shaw accounts for these by explaining: 
“When I say anything silly or absurd to 
Mr. Winsten, as I often do, he corrects me 
without seeming to do so by substituting 
what he himself would wisely and sensibly 
have said.” 

The errors cited by Shaw appeared in 
the English edition of the book which was 
published some months ago, but they have 
not been corrected in the American edi- 
tion. The old gunmetal watch is still a 
large gold one, and a photograph taken by 
Shaw (years after his marriage) of Henry 
Salt talking to Mrs. Shaw at sir William 
Beveridge’s house still bears the caption 
that it is a photograph of.

WASHINGTON, April 2 — The 
House Rules Committee finally 
began acting like a rules commit- 
tee yesterday instead of like a 
legislative committee and quickly 
wound up jts four-day hearing on 
the Administration’s labor bill. 

At an executive stssion Mon- 
day, or possibly Tuesday, the com- 
mittee will begin to consider what 
kind of rule it will grant on the 
bill, if it decides to grant one. 
This means it will decide the con- 
ditions under which the 435 mem- 
bers of the House may consider 
— vote on the proposed legisla- 

on. 

The matter is highly technical, 
but of vital importance in the 
ultimate determination of what 
legislation passes the House. 

It was Representative Nixon 
(Rep.), California, a member of 
the House Labor Committee, but 
better known for his activities on 
the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, who finally got the Rules 
Committee back on the track. The 
committees had spent three days 
going into the merits or demerits 
of the bill before it, and of other 
labor bills which were not before 
it, before Nixon addressed him- 
self to the subject properly be- 
fore the committee—the type of 
rule it should draw. 

Lesinski Recognizes Defeat. 

Chairman Lesinski of the House 
Labor Committee, who asked for 
a closed rule—one which would 
bar amendments—withdrew that 
request yesterday when it finally 
dawned on him he had~not the 
slightest chance of getting it from 
the Republican-Dixiecrat coalition 
which dominates the Rules Com- 
mittee. 

The nominal chairman of the 
Rules Committee, Representative 
Sabath (Dem.), Illinois, told him 
if a rule was granted it would 

an open rule— permitting 
amendments. If a rule is not 
granted then, by taking advantage 
of a new procedure adopted by 
this Congress to counteract high- 
handed tactics of previous Rules 
Committees, Lesinski could ulti- 
mately get a vote on his Dill.

(Rep.), Massachusetts, a member 
of the Rules Committee, were of a 
single mind on this point and 
seemed at times to be taking 
words out of each other’s mouth.

The strategy of the pro-Taft- 
Hartley coalition in the Rules 
Committee will be to make pos- 
sible substitution on the floor of 
the House of the Wood bill as an 
amendment to the Lesinski bill. 
The Wood bill is the Taft-Hartley 
Act, “with improvements.” The 
Lesinski bill is the old Wagner 
Act, “with improvements.” 

It is very possible, if not likely, 

nat, the Republican-Dixiecrat coa- 

tion in the House has the votes 
to substitute the Wood bill for the 
Lesinski bill, Even after last 
year’s election there remain in the 
House 226 members who voted for 
the Taft-Hartley Act two years 
ago. They constitute a majority 
‘of nine in the House. 
But, if the Wood bill should be 
so substituted on the floor for the 
Lesinski bill, it would be in the 
form of an amendment. An amend- 
ment once adopted cannot be 
amended, so the Wood bill would 
then be the final form of the leg- 
islation in the House.

AIR FORCE ORDERS 
44 EXTRA-HIGH 
FLYING BOMBERS 


B-54s Are Larger Versions 
of Plane That Flew Non- 
stop Around World. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
The Air Force has ordered 44 B- 
54 bombers, an experimental plane 
designed to operate at extra-high 
altitude. An Air Force spokes- 
man said the Boeing bomber is a 
new, larger version of the B-50, 
which in turn is a more powerful 
model of the wartime B-29 Super- 
fortress. 

It already has been disclosed 
that a combination piston-jet en- 


gine will go into the B-O4. The 
earlier announcement said the 
new engine will enable bombers 
to climb faster and reach alti- 
tudes “of nearly eight miles.” 

Engineers hope that the 5000- 
horsepower Pratt & Whitney en- 
gine, using jet thrust in addition 
to the power developed by the 
28 conventional cylinders, will 
provide about the same horse- 
power output at 45,000 feet as at 
sea-level takeoff. Normally, en- 
gine power falls off steadily as 
an airplane climbs into the thin 
upper air. 

The trade publication Aviation 
Daily estimates that the new eh- 
gine will give the B-54 15 per cent 
more power and 20 per cent more 
range than the B-50. 

The B-50 has a wingspread of 
141 feet, and is 97 feet long, with 
a maximum bomb load of 10 tons 
and a top speed of 400 miles per 
hour at its “service ceiling” of 
30,000 feet. Its combat range is 
figured at “over 2300 miles,” but 
a B-50 with standard engines flew 
around the world nonstop last 
month by refueling in mid-air en 
route, 


CHAIN LETTERS URGE 
WOMEN TO AVOID

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
The Government has been asked 
to investigate a chain letter type 
of campaign the National Educa- 
tion Association says is designed 
to discourage women from becom- 
ing teachers. 

Willard E. Givens, N.E.A. secre- 
tary, said the letters describe the 
teaching profession as “an old 
maid factory.” Women attending 
teacher colleges in at least 16 
states have received them. 

Students are urged to copy the 
letters and pass them along to 
five or six friends. Givens said 
they are too expensively printed 
to point to a “crackpot.” Instead, 
he said they seem to be “an at- 
tempt to strike a blow at democ- 
racy by lowering the efficiency of 
the backbone of democracy—our 
school system.” 

Emphasis is on the “old maid” 
angle. One paragraph of the let- 
ters read: “Some day you may be 
a lost woman teaching in th 
worst matrimonial! blind alley that 
ever a girl can get into.”

BILL ON DEFENSE 
UNDER SECRETARY 
SIGNED BY TRUMAN 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed 
with “hearty approval” a bill cre- 
ating a new post of Under Secre- 
tary of Defense. The measure 
was one of the proposals for 
strengthening the military estab- 
lishment made by the President 
in a message to Congress March 5. 

“This act becomes law at a par- 
ticularly opportune time,” Truman 
said, “in that it will permit the 
new Secretary of Defense and his 
Under Secretary to begin working 
together at an early date.” 

But the President once again 
observed that giving Defense Sec- 
retary Louis Johnson an under 
secretary was just one of. the 
changes he considers necessary 
“to achieve truly effective organi- 
zation and management” in the 
defense department. 

Truman wants the military es- 
tablishment transformed by legis- 
lation into a full-fledged executive 
department to be known as the 
Department of Defense. He wants 
Johnson given greatly strength- 
ened authority to make unifica- 
tion of the three armed services 
actually work. 

The new Under Secretary of De- 
tense would be, in effect, Johnson's 
“straw boss,” thus relieving the 
Defense Secretary of many of the 
burdens of his office.

3 OTHERS KILLED IN AIR FORCE 
PLANE CRASH ARE IDENTIFIED 


The identity of three more of 
the seven men killed in the crash 
of an Air Force C-47 plane near 
Edgar Springs, Mo., last Wednes- 
day was announced today by Air 
Force authorities.

Husni al-Zaim, Army 
chief of staff and leader of the 
bloodless coup which deposed 
Premier Khaled el-Azam’s Gov- 
ernment on Tuesday. 

The military council will be as- 
sisted by a council of under sec- 
retaries, an official announcement 
said. It said a constitutional

system. 

Government sources said the 
United States and British min- 
isters informed Al-Zaim on Thurs- 
day that they viewed Syrian po- 
litical developments as an inter- 
nal affair and looked forward to 
the establishment of a stable gov- 
ernment soon.

Kouwatly is held in a military 
hospital. He has refused to re- 
sign. Former Premier Khaled 
Bey Azem and 12 other high 
ranking officials are reported still 
confined. 


INQUIRY IS BEGUN 
IN SOLDIER-STUDENT 
RIOTING IN NANKING 


NANKING, April 2 (AP)— 
China’s top officials today 
launched a personal inquiry into 
yesterday's riots between Nation- 
alist troops and student peace 
demonstrators, in which 144 per- 
sons were injured. The military 


said six soldiers were being held 
for courts martial. 

Authorities of Central Univer- 
sity said Acting President Li 
Tsung-jen and Premier Ho Ying- 
chin conferred with school repre- 
sentatives to obtain first-hand de- 
tails of the disorders. Students 
and soldiers clashed twice just 
after the C vernment’s envoys 
left for Peiping to open peace 
negotiations with the Com- 
munists. 

(There was no word here of 
the peace talks. All hews of the 
Government delegation has been 
barred by the Communists. The 
Reds have not permitted foreign 
corresponde..ts or Chinese news- 
papermen from Nationalist China 
to go to Peiping for the confer- 
ence.) 

Meanwhile, a Government mili- 
tary spokesman said the Com- 
munists had taken most of the 
strategic points around Anking, 
Nationalist stronghold on the 
north bank of the Yangtze river 
150 miles southwest of Nanking. 
He said Government troops still 
held the city, temporary capital 
of Anhwel province. 

Chinese press dispatches re- 
ported a new Communist attack 
on the railway town of Hwayuan 
in Hupeh province of central 
China 52 miles north of Hankow.
